To the inhabitants of the Town of Orange, in the 
county of Grafton in said state, qualified to vote in Town 
affairs. 

As the Town has adopted the use of the Official 
Ballot for Town Meeting, there will be two separate sessions 
of the Annual Town Meeting as follows: 

YOU ARE HEREBY NOTIFIED that the First 
Session of the Annual Town Meeting will meet at the Town 
House in said Orange on Wednesday, the 12th day of 
March 1997 at seven o'clock p.m. to discuss and debate 
Warrant articles 2 through 12, including the amendment of 
those articles as set forth below. 

YOU ARE HEREBY NOTIFIED that the Second 
Session of the Annual Town Meeting will be held at the 
Town House in said Orange on Tuesday, the 8th day of 
April 1997 at eleven o'clock a.m. to vote on all articles in the 
Warrant in the form as determined by the First Session and 
also to choose Town Officers under article 1. The polls will 
open at 11:00 a.m. and close at 7:00 p.m.. 


ARTICLE 1: To choose by ballot and plurality vote a Town 
Clerk, a Town Treasurer, 1 Selectman for three years, 1 
Cemetery Agent, 1 Overseer of Public Welfare for one year, 
1 Budget Committee Member for three years, 2 Auditors for 
one year, 1 Road Agent, 1 Tax Collector, 1 Deeding Agent, 
1 Trustee of Trust Funds for one year and any other officers 
required by law. 


ARTICLE 2: To see if the Town will vote to give a discount 
of 3% on taxes paid in full within thirty days from the date of 
the bills with the stipulation that the discount becomes 
forfeited if it is not deducted by the payer at the time the 
payment is made. | 

(RECOMMENDED BY SELECT MEN) 


ARTICLE 3: To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
prepayment of taxes and to authorize the Tax Collector to 
accept payments in prepayment of taxes in accordance with 
N.H. RSA 80:52-a. 

(RECOMMENDED BY SELECT MEN) 


ARTICLE 4: To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 

prepayment of resident taxes and authorize the Tax 

Collector to accept payment in prepayment of taxes. 
(RECOMMENDED BY SELECTMEN) 


ARTICLE 5: To see if the Town will vote to appropriate the 
Highway Block Grant Fund of $21,634.57 for construction, 
reconstruction and maintenance of Class V highways and 
for the purchase of equipment. 

(RECOMMENDED BY SELECTMEN) 


ARTICLE 6: To see if the Town will discontinue the Tuttle 
Hill Road Bridge Fund and to direct the Trustee of Trust 
Funds to pay the balance in said fund to the Town, as 
provided in RSA 35:16-a. 

(RECOMMENDED BY SELECTMEN) 


ARTICLE 7: To see if the Town will vote to establish a new 
Capital reserve fund for the purpose of purchasing highway 
related equipment, to be known as the Highway Equipment 
Capital Reserve Fund and to appropriate $4,500 to be paid 
into said capital reserve fund. 

(RECOMMENDED BY SELECTMEN) 
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ARTICLE 8: To see if the Town will vote to appropriate the 
operating budget for the Town for the fiscal year 1997. The 
question to be voted on by Official Ballot as required by 
RSA 40:13, XI, is as follows: 

"Shall the Town raise and appropriate as an 
operating budget not including appropriations by special 
warrant articles, the amount set forth on the budget posted 
with the Warrant, for the purposes set forth herein, totaling 
$107,898? 

Should this article be defeated, the operating budget 
shall be $100,183 which is the same as last year with 
certain adjustments required by previous action of the Town 
or by law, or the governing body (the Board of Selectman) 
may hold one special meeting in accordance with RSA 
40:13, X and XIV to take up the issue of a revised operating 
budget only." 

(RECOMMENDED BY SELECTMEN) 


ARTICLE 9: To see if the town will vote to dispose of any 
right, title and interest that it may have in land located 
between route 4 and the former railroad tracks and to 
authorize the Selectmen to deed said interest or portion 
thereof to such abutters as the Selectmen deem to be in the 
best interests of the Town, subject to the condition that the 
abutters acquiring the Town's interest will pay all expenses 
relating to the deeding of the Town's interest. 
(RECOMMENDED BY SELECTMEN) 


ARTICLE 10: To see if the Town will vote to modify the 
elderly exemption from the property tax in the Town as 
provided in RSA 72:39-b. The question to be voted on as 
required by RSA 72:39-b, I(c), is as follows: 

"Shall we modify the elderly exemptions from 
property tax in the town of Orange, based on assessed 
value, for qualified taxpayers, to be as follows: for a person 
65 years of age up to 75 years, $15,000; for a person 75 
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years of age up to 80 years, $20,000; for a person 80 years 
of age or older $30,000. To qualify, the person must have 
been a New Hampshire resident for at least 5 years, own 
the real estate individually or jointly, or if the real estate is 
owned by such person's spouse, they must have been 
married for at least 5 years. In addition, the taxpayer must 
have a net income of not more than $15,000 or, if married, a 
combined net income of less than $25,000; and own net 
assets not in excess of $60,000." 

(RECOMMENDED BY SELECTMEN) 


ARTICLE 11: To see if the Town will authorize the 
Selectmen to appoint a committee of five Orange residents, 
none of whom shall be Town Officers, to study the salaries 
of Town Officers and report their findings in the next annual 
Town Report, including any warrant article, if any, they 
deem appropriate. 

(RECOMMENDED BY SELECTMEN) 


ARTICLE 12: To hear the reports of agents, auditors, and 
other officers heretofore and pass any vote relative thereto. 


ARTICLE 13: To transact any business that may legally 
come before the meeting not on the warrant.

Grafton County Senior Citizens Council, Inc. works 
through its local programs to enhance the health 
and well being of our older citizens and to assist 
them to remain independent in their own homes and 
communities for as long as possible.

Hampshire Executive Council. The Executive Council is five 
in number and serves much like a Board of Directors at the 
top of your Executive Branch of State Government in 
Concord. We vote on most contracts over $2,500 to outside 
agencies, individuals and municipalities, also major permits 
to use state waters, 267 unclassified positions as 
Commissioners and Directors within the Executive Branch 
of State Government, and the entire Judicial Branch of NH 
State Government is voted in by the Governor with the 
advice and consent of the Executive Council. We also vote 
on gubernatorial nominations of hundreds of citizens to 
various boards and commissions as prescribed by NH law.

During the past year, 387 medically necessary 
home care and hospice visits were made by nurses, 
physical therapists, home health aides, 
occupational therapists, speech therapists and 
social workers, from the Mascoma Home Health 
Services Branch office, in collaboration with the 
attending physician to persons of all ages and all 
economic means in the Town of Orange. The 
Hospice and Special Care programs brought an 
interdisciplinary team together to manage the 
symptoms of life limiting illness, improve 
comfort, and provide support to patients and their 
families in the final stages of life. Additional 
home care services were provided through our 
homemaker and personal care service program. 


With major changes happening in health care, there 
is increased pressure to reduce hospital stays and 
reduce nursing home beds. It is logical that 
services will continue to shift toward home care 
and other community settings. While the majority 
of services are presently covered by Medicare, 
Medicaid and commercial insurance, the town funds 
are Critical in helping to support care for people 
without insurance, with inadequate insurance, and 
without the ability to pay for services.

The total cost of service for residents of the Town 
of Orange in the past year was approximately 
$19,070. While we have concerns about Federal and 
State funding, we wish to ask the Town for level 
funding of $1,100 for both home care($1,000) and 
hospice($100). We'll continue to seek other funds 
to help support the losses in the towns.

UPPER VALLEY LAKE SUNAPEE REGIONAL 
PLANNING COMMISSION 1996 
The Upper Valley Lake Sunapee Regional Planning 
Commission (UVLSRPC) is a voluntary association 
of 31 towns. The Commission is concerned with 
the development of comprehensive plans for 
beneficial and balanced economic, environmental 
and social growth in the Region. It functions as a 
research, resource and informational agency and, 
when appropriate, acts to obtain Federal, State and 
other approvals, grants-in-aid, loans and similar 
assistance to member communities in the areas of 
planning(land use, transportation, water quality, 
etc.), Mapping, community development, 
grantsmanship and grant administration. In 
addition, regional studies, such as our Regional 
Transportation Plan, and regional projects, such as 
household hazardous waste collections and the 
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Connecticut River Scenic Byway Study, are 
undertaken to the benefit of more than one 
community. 

In the past year, services such as our Planning 
Board training series, and library, which features 
maps, planning resources and US Census data, were 
available to all of our member communities. This 
year, our staff wrote a successful grant 
application to fund and staff an economic 
development program for our ten Grafton County 
towns. Our economic development team has been 
hired and will be in touch with the Selectmen in 
the near future to discuss ways they could be of 
service to you. 

The Upper Valley Lake Sunapee Regional Planning 
Commission(UVLSRPC) requests $220 for the 
Town's 1997 dues. Dues for New Hampshire 
communities are calculated using a rate of 93 
cents per Capita and are based on the 1990 
population. In Orange's case, the 1990 population 
was 237 people. There is no increase in our 1997 
request from our 1991 request. Our Commission 
looks forward to serving Orange in the coming year. 


REPORT OF TOWN FOREST FIRE WARDEN AND 
STATE FOREST RANGER 

To aid your Forest Fire Warden, Fire Department and 
State Forest Ranger, contact your local Warden or Fire 
Department to find out if a permit is required before doing 
any open burning. Violations of RSA 227-L:17, the fire 
permit law and other burning laws of the State of New 
Hampshire are misdemeanors punishable by fines of up to 
$2,000 and/or a year in jail. Violators are also liable for all 
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fire suppression costs. 

There are ten Forest Rangers who work for the N.H. 
Division of Forests and Lands, Forest Protection Bureau. 
State Forest Rangers are available to assist communities 
with forest fire suppression, prevention and training 
programs as well as the enforcement of forest fire and 
timber harvest laws. If you have any questions regarding 
forest fire and timber harvest laws please call our office at 
271-2217. 

The State of New Hampshire operates 15 fire towers, 
2 mobile patrols and 3 contract aircraft patrols. This early 
detection and reports from citizens aid in the quick 
response from local fire departments.

March 12, 1996 

Polls opened at 3:02pm by Moderator, Daniel 
Hazelton. 

Business meeting started at 7:00 pm. 

Moderator, Daniel Hazelton opened the meeting by 
introducing the Town Officers and thanking them 
for their hard work. He then went over the rules of 
the meeting. A Motion was made to dispense with 
the reading of the Town Warrant. 


ARTICLE 1: To choose by ballot and plurality vote a

Article was moved by Fred Moore and seconded by 
Bob Ells. No discussion. Passed by voice vote. 


ARTICLE 5: To see if the Town will vote to 
authorize the prepayment of resident taxes and 
authorize the Tax Collector to accept payment in 
prepayment of taxes. (RECOMMENDED BY SELECTMEN) 
Article was moved by Scott Sanborn and seconded 
by Bruce Ells. Sharon Proulx stated that last year 
some resident taxes were demanded before the 

bills were sent out. She said she spoke to the 
Deputy Clerk so it would not happen in the future. 
Passed by voice vote. 
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ARTICLE 6: To see if the Town will vote to 
appropriate the Highway Block Grant Fund of 
$18,956.15 for construction, reconstruction and 
maintenance of Class 4 or 5 highways and for the 
purchase of equipment. (RECOMMENDED BY 
SELECTMEN) 

Article moved by Dick Jaeger and seconded by Frank 
Giner. Mr. Stevens asked what they anticipate 
purchasing with the money. Mrs. Daniels stated 
that they do not anticipate purchasing any 
equipment but that this is the way the article is 
always presented. No further discussion. The 
Article was passed by voice vote. 


ARTICLE 7: To see if the Town will vote to 
appropriate $101,100 to resurface Cross Road and 
Tuttle Hill Road and to authorize the Selectmen to 
borrow such sum by the issuance of notes under the 
Municipal Finance Act. 

(SELECTMEN HAVE NO RECOMMENDATION) 

(BY 2/3 WRITTEN BALLOT VOTE) 

Moved by Scott Sanborn and seconded by Fred 
Moore. Mr. Decato explained to the townspeople 
what the improvements would be. Mr. Giner asked 
how many miles of road it included. Mr. Decato 
stated it was 3,060 feet. He stated it would 
include complete reconstruction. Mr. Stratton, Mr. 
Jaeger, Mr. Cioffi and other residents spoke against 
the Article. Some of the reasons were the high 
cost, the financial burden it would be on some | 
townspeople, issue of speed, and the possibility of 
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other lower cost options. Mr. Sanborn asked about 
the financing. Mr. Sova spoke in regard to that. 
Anita Watson asked about amending the Article. 
Danny Hazelton stated that any amendments need to 
be made before the article was voted on. Mr. Moore 
asked if there were other options discussed in the 
past. Mr. Decato explained what the other options 
were that had been discussed at the special 
meeting. Sharon Proulx inquired as to why the cost 
was so much higher this year. Mrs. Daniels stated 
that last year's request was for repaving and this 
year's cost was for complete reconstruction. 
Discussion was held whether the work would be 
guaranteed. An orange ballot was used. 34 ballots 
were Cast. 

Yes - 7 No- 27 The Article was defeated. 


ARTICLE 8: To see if the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate the sum of $100,183.00 as called 
for by the budget submitted to the Budget 
Committee, and pass any vote in relation thereto. 
(RECOMMENDED BY SELECTMEN) 

No discussion. The Article passed by a voice vote. 


ARTICLE 9: To see if the Town will authorize the 
selectmen to apply to the New Hampshire Public 
Utilities Commission to participate in its retail 
electric competition program. (RECOMMENDED BY 
SELECTMEN) 

Moved by Joe Cioffi and seconded by Fred Moore. Mr. 
Jaeger asked if the selectmen could explain it. Mr. 
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Sova stated that it was a pilot program for 
competition on electric rates. This would only 
allow us to be considered. It does not guarantee 
that we will be chosen. Sharon Proulx asked how 
it would affect us since there are two different 
electric Companies serving our town and how it 
would affect our town. Mr. Sova stated he was not 
Sure as it is a pilot program but possibly the rates, 
through competition, might come down. Mrs. Sova 
asked if existing wires could be used or if new 
ones had to be put up. Mr. Moore and Mr. Pfaefflin 
Stated they understood that the existing wires 
would be used. The question was moved and 
seconded. Passed by voice vote. 


ARTICLE 10: To hear the reports of agents, 
auditors, and other officers heretofore and pass 
any vote relative thereto. Mr. Giner asked about the 
highway expenditures. Mr. Hazelton stated that it 
was $50,243.54. Mrs. Daniels stated that our town 
received $12,343 from FEMA for the storm damage 
that occurred in November. Mrs. Proulx commented 
on the figure on page 12 of $5,898.56 which was 
tax money received in 1996. Mrs. Daniels thanked 
Mr. and Mrs. Sova for the great job they did on the 
town report. A round of applause was given. Mr. 
Moore offered a resolution on the fine job the Board 
of Selectmen did in saving the town money. Mr. 
Cioffi asked if a warrant article was needed to 
appropriate money to fix the roads. Mr. Hazelton 
stated it had to be done in the future. Discussion 
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was held in regard to the fixing of the roads. Mrs. 
Daniels stated much work needs to be done on our 
roads. Mr. Giner asked if ther could be a winter and 
summer expense breakdown. Discussion was held 
regarding the road contractor. Mrs. Daniels stated 
the current contractor has done an excellent job. 
Mr. Moore questioned about an impact fee for 
loggers. Discussion was held regarding this and the 
logging trucks travelling on the roads after the 
roads have been posted. It was stated that Andy 
Ware should be called. Further discussion was held 
regarding the posting of the roads. Nate 
Harpootlian made a resolution to have the next 
town report show the winter and summer cost of 
maintaining the roads. Residents agreed. 


There being no further business, the Moderator 
adjourned the meeting at 7:55 pm. Polls were 
closed at 8:01 pm.
